THE PHILADELPHIANS GO HOME. 
Nineteen Imported Men Sent Back by the 
Strikers. 


Nineteen of the reclaimed conductors and 
drivers iast night started for home, fifteen 
going to Philadelphia over the Chicago & At- 
lantic, two to Kansas City, and two to St. 
Lous. Theirexpenses, amounting to $242.50, 
were defrayed by the North Side Car Drivers’ 
and Conductors’ Benevolent Association. 
There are now only two or three Philadelphia 
men left under the wing of Mr. Yerkes. One of 
the hitherto steadfast new conductors was an 
individual known among the strikers as 
„ Whiskers.” This man quit late last 
night. He declares that he was con- 
strained, through fear of being shot, 
to leave the barns with the utmost caution. 
There are about thirty-six new men located 
in the Sedgwick street barns, he says, and 
that they are all under arms. A strong guard 
armed with guns are constantly on the look- 
out for suspicious characters in the vicinity. 
Fifteen or twenty of the new men are from 
Kansas City, and more are expected from

Cars Will Be Run on West Madison Street 
~The Plans. 

An effort will be made to run ten cars on 
West Madison street this morning about 10 
o'clock. This was the announcement mode 
by General Manager Parsons last evening. 
% The men whom we have already empioyed 
to run these cars will report at our Randolph 
street office about 8 o’clock tomorrow,” he 
said. “ When we see how many report we will 
be able to tell better what wecando. It 
may be that some will faii to report. I 
think we will have enough, however, to run 
ten cars on Madison street.“ 

“Will you attempt to operate any of the 
other lines!“ 

“Not for the present. We have not the 
men to do so, and we have made no great ef- 
fort to obtain them. We wished to give our 
old empiloyés a chance to get back.“ 

“Did many of the old employés respond to 
your invitation to come back yesterday morn- 
ing?’ 

“Not many. The organization of the men 
appears to be strong. One of our old men 
called at the office today. He said he would 
like to take outa car and work for the com- 
pany, but to do so at the present time would 
be to commit suicide. He hoped later on to 
have a chance to come back.“ 

“Where did you obtain most of your new 
men!“ 

„Well, we had several scores of applica- 
tions for positions as conductors and drivers 
during the year. We notified the applicants 
to call. Manv of them are dropping in. We 
will put them to work right away. Then 
there are many old employés who left the 
service for Various causes some time ago. 
We have applicauons from them and shall 
put them to work.“ 

„Are you going to make a strong effort to 
fill up your depleted ranks this week“ 

Not a particulariy strong one. We do not 
consider such an effort necessary. Besides, 
we have a belief that quite a large number of 
the old men will yet return. We know that 
they were opposed to the strike, but they 


the turbulent men led by the agitators. Such 
men we will gladly take back as individuals. 
Weare not in a hurry to bar the way to their 
coming back.“ 

“Do you anticipate much trouble in run- 
ning the cars tomorrow morning?’ 

„The city promises protection. It has done 
its duty in this respect to the best of its 
ability up to the present. We have no dis- 
position to complain. The abuse of the off 
cers by the turbulent elements in the crowd 
is to be regretted. But the officers evident- 
ly mean to maintain their ground. We can 
run cars tomorrow I am sure. Eventually 
we must win. Ouremployés have no com- 
plaint against us, and [am assured that the 
strikers have nosympathy among the peo- 
ple of the West Division.“ 

“ But may there not be obstructions placed 
on the tracks, as on the North Division, 
which would prevent the operation of tne 
cars? 

“It is the duty of the city to keep the pub- 
lic highways free from obstructions. If it 
fails in this it may be liable for damages for 
delay. This is a fact that has been forgotten, 
apparently, by some people in the North 
Division.” 

“Have the carmen exhausted their inge- 
nuity in devising means to make the strike a 


success?’ 

“J heard that they are trying to induce 
the Knights of Labor to force a strike against 
the stockholders of our companyin roads 
owned by them at Pittsburg and Philadel- 
phia. I don’t know to what extent this will 
succeed, I am sure, but a strike at Philadel- 
phia or Pittsburg on account of the strike in 
Chicago is no more ridiculous than the West 
Side strike entered on to help out the North 
Side strike.“ 

Superintendent Nagle attributes the de- 
mand made for his resignation to the hos- 
tihty of Coyne and Goodwin. Both are ex.

WHAT THE PUBLIC THINKS. 


Disinterested Persons Express Their Opin- 
ion of the Present Strike. 

CIAO, Oct. 10.— [Editor of The Tribune. | 
—Inan editorial in today’s issue of your 
paper commenting on the street-car strike 
now in progress in the West Division of the 
city vou have certainly done a great injustice 
in attributing to George Schilling, Luke 
Coyne, and Goodwin the responsibility for 
this strike. As a disinterested representative 
from the South Side Street-Car Men’s Union, 
who attended the meeting of the conductors 
and drivers of the West Division Railway 
Company at Seamen’s Hall last Monday 
evening, at which the strike was declared, I 
must say that George Schilling was not pres- 
ent, and that Luke Coyne and Goodwin were 
among the most strenuous opponents of the 
course adopted at that meeting. It is, to say 
the least of it, unfair to the acknowledged 
manhood and intelligence of the West Side 
conductors and drivers to accuse them of 


following the behests of any demagogue or 
„Centurion,“ be he Schilling or Coyne. The 
truth is Mr. Yerkes’ West Side conductors 
and drivers needed no “stormy petrel,” no 
individual, whether his presence was 
indicauve or not of the “survival 
ot the days oof Communism and 
Anarchy,” to incite them to rebel 
against the insatiabl — of 
the street-car magnate of North and West 
Chicago. They knew too well that if their 
brethren across the river were defeated the 
tocsin of defeat or reduced pay would soon 
be heralded by Mr. Yerkes’ luminaries on 
the West Side. Mr. Parsons’ claim that half 
his conductors and drivers were adverse to 
the strike is sheer nonsense. Had he been 
present at Seamen’s Hall Monday night he 
would probably have been convinced of the 
fact that if there was one among the 1,300 of 
his employés at the meeting opposed to the 
strike he failed to enter a protest in any 
shape or form In al the labor 
meetings the writer has ever attended he has 
never before witnessed such a display of 
united, harmonious, and determined action 
as that which characterized the meeting of 
the West Side conductors and drivers last 
Monday night. When the motion to strike 
was put by the Chairman the scene which 
followed can more easily be imagined than 
described. With one acclaim that immense 
body rose to their feet as one man and volun- 
tarily pledged themselves solemnly and sin- 
cerely to help their North Side brethren py 
—s to work for Yerkes 
until e would honorable settle the 
difficulties then existing between him- 
selt and his North Side employés. 
Such are the facts in connection with the 
West Side street-car strike. Whether such 
a strike was prudent or judicial at this time 
is not for me to say; but I feel it incumbent 
on me to state that whether the object for 
which the strike was ordered is lost or won 
no individual involved therein can justly say 
that he forfeited his position at the bidd 

of Scnilling, Coyne, or any other labor agi- 
tator.“ P. B. FLANAGAN.

Importance of the Suit Began Against the 
| Head of the Sugar Trust. 

New Yorx, Oct. 10.—The suit authorized 
by Judge O’Brien of the Supreme Court to 
be brought to annul the charter of the Have- 
meyer & Elder Sugar Refining Company 
will probably lead to a thorough overhauling 
of the Sugar Trust, both in its relations to 
the consumers and also to labor. There 
are two distinct phases to the question, 
but both, it is claimed, can be investigated 
under the general charge made against the 
Havemeyer & Elder Company of vitiating 
its charter by combining with the 
other thirteen members of the trust for the 
purpose of advancing the price ot sugar. The 
affidavit of Edmund H. Sentenne, on which 
the suit is based, alleges a conspiracy to pre- 
vent competition and thereby advance 

and also to close up certain refineries, 
with the result of throwing out of employ- 
ment and mete" to penury several hun- 
dred workmen, all of which is claimed to be 
illegal and criminal cons under the 
laws of New By claim can be 


be fiercely contested, as other monopolies be- 
sides the Sugar Trust are interested in the 
defendants gaining a victory. A conference 
of the sugar refiners com the trust is 
said to have been held at No. 119 Wall street 
terday. but the proceedings were secret.

Decastro & Donner’s refineries, which 
were ordered closed by the trust a week 
ago, present a dismal appearan A small 
force has been retained at their Sefinery in 
South Second street, Wihamsburg, but 
these men were laid off tonight and the re- 
finery closed for the winter. Molier, Siercx 
& Co.’s refinery, in Kent avenue, is as nght 
as a drum from cellar to chimneys, and fur- 
ther up the street, at Dick & Meyer’s, about 
haif the men of former years are at work. 
On the whole, the sugar industry in Will 
iamsburg is about at a standstill. 


A GOOD MAN’S DOWNFALL. 


Embezzlement by a Man for Twenty Years 
a Trusted Bookkeeper in Paterson, N. J. 
New Yorx, Oct. 10.—[Special.]—Conster- 

nataon was caused today in Paterson, N. J., 

by the announcement that James Caunce, 

the trusted bookkeeper of the Doiphin Man- 
ufacturing Company, had been caught ap- 
propriating the money of the firm. Mr. 

Caunce belongs to an old ana respectable 

family and is 3 connected. He has been 

bookkeever r the Dolphin Company 
for twenty years, and during this 
time he has always deen regarded 
as strmctiy honest. He is a prominent 
member of St. Paul's Episcopal Church, and 
was treasurer of the congregation for a num- 
ber of years. At the office of the Dolphin 
works nobody ever thought of such a thing 
as verifying the statements furnished by 
Mr. Caunce, and when anything was sup- 
posed to be wrong it was he who was called 
upon to straighten it out. Caunce’s books 
for two years back have been examined, ana 
the defaicution so far discovered amounts to 
over $5,000. How much more it will amount 
to it is difficult to say, but it will 
probably foot up over $10,000. Caunce 
deeded his real estate, valued at $6,6u0, 
to the counsel of the firm in trust tor the 
firm, and volunteered his services to ascer- 
tain the exact amount of the defaication. He 
is now daily empioyed at the office of the 
works in this lugubrious task. It is more 
than probable that the attention of the grand 
jury, in session at present, will be called to 
the case. What Caunce did with the money 
he dishonestly obtained trom his employers 


is not known, and he cannot give any satis- | 


factory account of it himself. He indulgea 
in various speculations of a minor nature, 
and it is supposed that his money went that 
way. .

M’KINLEY’S BLUNDER DULY CORRECTED. 
Referring to the McKinley plank, which 
declared in favor of the entire reveal of in- 
ternal taxes rather than the surrender of 
any part of our protective system,” Gen. 
Harrison said in his letter of acceptance: 
“We are not likely to be called upon, I 
“think, to make a present choice between 
‘the surrender of our protective system and 
“the entire repeal of our internal taxes. 
“Such a contingency, in view of the present 
“relation of expenditures to revenues, is re- 
mote.” The Republican Senators also 
déem the contingency of the McKinley 
plank too remote to make it the basis of 
any actual legislauon. In the Senate Tariff 
bill the tax on whisky is preserved carefully 
(alcohol used in the arts only being made 
tree), while duties are reduced on over 200 
articles, and the revenue, if the bill becomes 
a law, will be cut down over 70 millions, as 
against 55 milhons in the Mills bill. Plainly 
the Senators are of the opinion that the con- 
» tingency suggested in the McKinley plank is 
too remote to be taken into consideration, 
and hence they feel quite free to lower the 
tariff instead of putting whisky on the free 
list ia order to get rid of surplus revenue. 
There is another way of looking at the Mo- 
Kinley plank which may have been satisfac- 
tory to some of the Republican Senators. In- 
asmuch as the plank protests merely against 
the surrender of any part of our protective 
system,“ may it not be contended that this 
means any proper or material part—any part 
necessary to a just protective system! A 
duty inordinately high and above the pro- 
tective point does not belong properly to a 
scheme of defensive taxation intended only 
to secure home interests from undue foreign 
competition, and only the portion necessary 
for adequate protection can be justified as a 
true and valid part of a protective system. 
Laterally construed the McKinley plank 
would seem to forbid the reduction of any 
duty however exorbitant or unreasonable, 
but under the interpretation suggested it 
will be easy to correct the inequalities of 
the tariff and reduce the surplus” without 
interfering with any valid or material part 
of the protective system. 
While free trade Democrats may carp 
about Republican Senators spitting on the 
Republican platform there is nothing what- 
ever in the action of the Senate tnat will im- 
pair any material or proper part of the pro- 
tective system. In reporting their bill the 
Republican Senators say it is intended to 
reduce revenues and at the same time pre- 
serve the. American system.” The duties 
which are repealed or reduced are those ex- 
cessively high and not needed for any pur- 
pose of adequate protection. The fact that 
some ultra high duties are left untouched 
does not change the general scope and plan 
of the bill. 
Whether the Republican Senators regard the 
McKinley plank as suggesting a contingency 
too remote to be considered in practical leg- 
isiation. or whether they cause that peculiar 
plank to be “liberally and beneficially ex- 
pounded” so as to make it pledge fidelity 
only tothe true and valid parts of a pro- 
tective system, it is clear they have 
shown how the tariff may be reformed 
and surplus revenue reduced without 
impairing just protection to American indus- 


licans have stood before and on which they 
can unite again. Certainly, if the McKinley 
plank would bear two interpretations—a 
literal one which contradicts the previous 
doctrine of the party, and a liberal one, 
which may accord with the past uniform 
policy of the party—the Republican Sen- 
ators were bound to choose the latter. 
Since the question concerns the interpreta- 
tion of language, there may be a difference 
of opinion whether the Senators have re- 
pudis ted the MéKinley plank or merely 
given it reasonable application, but there can 
be no doubt they have taken a club away 
from the free trade Democracy and formu- 
lated a policy on which all sincere Republic- 
ans can unite.

It-is doubtiess true that Iowa has one of 
the strongest prohibitory laws ever adopted, 
although in practical force and effect it is 
less satisfactory than the High License and 
Local Option law of Illinois. Unlike Iowa, 
Iilinois has no localities where untaxed 
saloons vend liquor freely and without any 
restrictive tax or venalty, which is the un- 
fortunate state of affairs prevailing in 
Dubuque, Davenport, Burlington, Council 
Bluffs, and a number of other places in 
Iowa. Like owa, however, Illinois has in a 
majority of the counties of the State a rule of 
prohibition which is reasonably well en- 
forced wherever it receives the support of 
local sentiment. 

Practically Iowa has local option without 
the invaluable adjunct of a high tax, and 
hence its liquor legisiation has crushed the 
traffic out in some localities while freeing it 
from all taxahon in others. With local 
option reinforced by high license, as in IIli- 
nois, the traffic can be interdicted wherever 

while elsewhere u is burdened with 
restraints and penalties instead of being per- 
mitted torun wide open. Still the system 
of general prohibition with partial enforce- 
ment has been approved by a majority of the

THE END OF THE MORMON CHURCH COR- 
PORATION. : 

The final judgment and decree of the Su- 
preme Court of Utah in the case of the 
United States against the Mormon Church 
ends the career of that church as a corpora- 
tion and relieves the Mormon people from its 
oppressive system of tithes. By this decree 
it is stripped of a large part of its power for 
harm, as it loses its wealth, its taxing au- 
thority, and its personai control. Hereafter 
it must occupy the same position as any other 
church and devote itself to the promulga- 
tion and teaching of religious doctrine—if 
the doctrine it professés can be called relig- 
ious... It has no right to any corporate prop- 
erty except the Temple block and buildings, 
which it uses ostensibly for purposes of wor- 
ship, and inthis respect is brought to the 
same conditions as other churches. it must 
raise its money by voluntary contributions 
and not by compuisory taxation. It can no 
longer keep up its military system or its po- 
hee and constabulary forces. It can no 
longer hold control of courts or civil admin- 
istrative power, dominate election, or dio- 
tate in secular affairs. In a word, the Mor- 
mon Church is nowachurch pure and sim- 
ple, under the same limtations as other re- 
ligious bodies, and will be free for all pur- 
poses of religious instrucuon. It has ceased 
to be the State church of Utah, and has been 
brought into subjection to the fundamental 
principles of republican government. 

The church still continues to preach the 
pestiferous dogma of polygamy and will 
probably cling to it, but those of its members 
wu practice it will be amenabie to the law 
and punished for immoral practices, as well 
as deprived of the rights of citizenship. Upon 
this point all parties are agreed and have so 
declared in their platforms. There is prac- 
tically a unanimous sentiment on the part of 
the people of the United States that the lewd 
and corrupt practices of polygamists shall be 
punished, and that this relic of barbarism 
shall de wiped out of existence like its twin, 
ala very, asa public curse and a danger to our 
institutions. 

The receiver appointed by the courts for 
the church corporation under the law, by 
which all its personal property has becoms 
escheated to the Government, has collected 
over a million dollars’ worth of property. By 
the same law this property now belongs to 
the Government and must be devoted to the 
educational uses of the people of 
Utah. There is a poetical element of justice 
in seizing the wealth which this church has 
unjustly wrung out of its ignorant and super- 
stitious members -for the maintenance of 
polygamy and the personal aggrandizement 
of its managers and devoting it to the organ- 
ization and maintenance of common schools, 
whose teachings will do as much as, perhaps 
more than, any other agency to extirpate this 


} Gegrading, debauching, un-American prac- 


tice, and which will send out a generation of 
monogamists anc good citizens to take the 
places of polygamists and enemies of good 
government. The appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court will not benefit the Mormons’ 
case, however hotly they may contest it. The 
learned Judges of that court will sustain the 
law, and the new Chicago Chief Justice with 
his large and biooming family isa conspicu- 
ous illustration of the blessings of monog- 
amy.

The 
chief ownership of the North Chicago com- 
pany is in Philadelphia, and it is notin the 
power ot a President to get from them, even 
by telegraph, between 2 and 4 o’clock in the 
morning an answer to a question which they 
might want to take some littie time to con- 
sider. 

It is more than likely that had Schilling’s 
committee shown a little more forbearance 
the other right when they were conferring 
with Mr, Yerkes a satisfactory agreement 
could have been reached before this. But 
that was not the wish of their leaders. Any- 
thing of that kind would have interfered 
with the plans of the Socialist, the Democrat, 
and the walking délegate. So the demands 
were made in a way which was intended to 
force a strike. 


An excellent msight into trust methods is 
given by a lawsuit begun in this city day be- 
fore yesterday. It appears that a year ago a 
little trust was formed to regulate the price of 
steel car-springs. The total production hav- 
ing first been deciaed on, each company was 
allotted a certain portion of it. On all sales 
of springs made in excess of its allotted ca- 
pacity it had to hay 15 per cent to go to those 
companies whdse sales did not come up to 
the prearranged amount. It so happened, 
however, that the Atkinson Car-Spring Com- 
pany, one of the parties to the trust, was al- 
lowed less than 50 per cent of its capacity. 
As it made and found a market for its goods 
largely in excess of that limit it was fined 15 
per cent for the benefit of other members. 
As the trust did not seem to do it any partic 
ular good, and on the contrary deprived it of 


its natural advantages for the good of others, 


it drew out, only to find that it had fallen 
from the frying-pan into the fire. 

Trust stands by trust, shoulder to shoul- 
der. The Railway Springmakers’ Trust said 
to the American Steel Trust: “We want 
you to help us discipline this kicking brother 
and open his eyes to the folly of his con- 
duct.” “With pleasure,” said the Steel 
Trust, and thenceforth charged the Atkin- 
son Company, so the complaint alleges, $10 a 
ton more for steel than it did those concerns 
which remained loyal to the Car-Spring 
Trust. The recalcitrant company had some 
backbone though, and instead of knuckling 
down it has taken the matter into the courts 


‘and means to fight for its rights. 


There appears to be an interlocking sys- 
tem of trusts in the whole steel business. 
One trust controls the manufacture of what 
is called structura: steel—steel beams for 
building purposes, which have come into ex- 
tensive use lately for the construction of im- 
mense edifices like the Auditorium. Where 
iron used to be employed steel now is, and 
would be used still more but for the arti- 
ficially high price. While steel rails can be 
bought for about a cent a pound steel beams, 
owing to the trust manipulation of prices, 
cost three times that price. The business 
has become so peculiarly profitable that a 
new concern will soon be started here for the 
manufacture of this one articie.

Under 
the existing order of things corporations can 
dictate its course, and the control of its af- 
fairs politically can be put in the hands of 
unscrupulous politicians or their tools for the 
subserviency of party ends. The report 
issued Tuesday, asserting that public gam- 
bling was running wide open in Chicago and 
that policy dealing Was permitted to go un- 
checked, leads many to believe that there 
Was some political significance in the report 
and that a reflection upon the present Munici- 
pal Administration was intended. Another 
serious complaint against the conduct of the 
association is found in the manner in which 
its Secretary, Ambler, administers the 
duties of his office. All of these charges 
have culminated in a movement to bring 
about a change in the committees of the as- 
sociation, and at the annual meeting Tues- 
day the first effort was made.

Previous- 
ly she had made similar purchase, 
and the transaction excited no com- 
ment. Her husband, Charles Hering, 
is employed as a porter in the crockery house 
of French, Potter & Wilson, Washington and 
Wabash avenue. She and her husband came 
to Chicago from San Francisco six months 
ago. They were married in New York City, 
and both were reared there. Mrs. Herin 
was subject to fits. Three weeks she fe 
in a fiton West Madison street and was car- 
ried home in a patrol wagon. So far as could 
be learned she and her husband lived bappily, 
and their affections were centered on a littie 
daughter 7 months old.

The quality is much 
below the aver which will still 
further reduce the supply, as will be shown 
more exactly hereafter, 
inspection and millers’ weights.

BLOCKADE IN T&E NORTHWEST. 


Heavy Shipments to Market Expected at 
All Points. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 10.—[Special. |— 
There is now more or less of a wheat block- 
ade in this city,and since Tuesday there have 
been on track here 1,750 cars waiting to be 
unloaded. The blockade is getting to be 
somewhat troublesome, and the Manitoba 
and Miiwaukee roads are said to be holding 
back cars in the country loaded with wheat 
to keep them out of the snari here. These 
1,750 cars represent 885,000 bushels of wheat, 
with more back of it to be rushed in here as 
fast as room can be made forit.
